LOSS OF TIE BRITISH SCHOONER 
“LILLA,” OF LONDON, ON 
THE PELLEWS. 

The following account of tha loss of the 
British schooner Lilla (reported here in Sep- 
tember last), on the N. W. reef of the Pellew 
Islands, was written by Captain Kents, 
shortly after the detailed ocourrences hap- 
penod, and was signed as nnder:— | 

The above-named vessel, lately from Lon- 
don via Rio Janeiro and Cape Town, arrived 
at Guap, Caroline Islands, on the 4th Juno 
ultimo, consigned to her owners, Messrs D.D. 
O'Keefe: & Co,; and. after discharging her 
outward cargo, took in a quantity of mer- 
chandise for otherestations of the Company, 
Arrived at the Pellow Islands on the 11th 
of July, and léft again on the 19th, All 
went. well until the evening of the 2ist, 
when she atruck on the reef on the N. W. 
const of Babelthaup, which extends much 
farther to the westward than the position; 
assigned to. it on the obart. It was about 
7.40 p.m, when the ship struck, ‘Took in 
alf sail, and ran-a bower: anchor out on port 
quarter; commenced heaving away, but did 
not succeed in getting her* off. “We then 
hove overboard about. 20: tons of cargo, and 
at low water ran out another hawser from 
Jee quarter ; when the tide made sufliciently; 
hove on the hawsers, buts the morning tide 
was not so high as on the night previous, we 
could not get her off, We then turned to, 
all hands—including ‘passengers, - of whom 
there were eight. men on board bound for 
Guap—and reaumed lightening the ship. 
Hove overboard several tons of a peouliar kind 
of stone-money, currenoy at Guap, it being 
the property of thé"Guap passengers, We 
continued to throw over cargo until the water 
rose, by which time the natives commenced 
to swarm on board, and by their conduct 
showed much hostility, for they remained on 
the leo side of the vessel and world not move 
when Tequested. . We’ hove'on- the warps, 
but sould not righten ‘the ship; and as by 
this time the natives had assembled in such 
numbers and persisted in remaining on the

crew, completely. stripping the carpenter, 0 
Chinese, -When near the island a small 
cana came aud took ‘me outunder pretence of 
lightening the canooy when the natives in 
her paddled away in another direction. -"On 
nearing the shore I saw about 200- natives 
running toand fro at the place where our 
thinga were, and uting defiantly. The’ 
native in’ the.cance beckoned me to gd cut; 
I jumped: out of course, and- made tor the 
shore as quickly as I could. when I saw they 
were making a raid on our things, . I had 
two or three maskets pointed at-me by the 
natives, but they did not fire, They were 
between our things aud where I landed, 
Watching an opportunity, when they, were 
as I suppose looking-after their ghare'of the’ 
plunder, I ran to_wheére a few of our things: 
were left, and there found Captain O'Keefe. 
and a Mr Henderson (an American, also a 
passenger) and.the Mate, who /had arrived, 
at the Jaland abotit halfan hour before me 
and were struggling to keep possession of 
the few things that remained; but it wae 
useless contending against such aon armed 
force, and they pulled the things fairly out 
of ‘our hande—in fact, one scoundrel got 
behind me, snatched the hat off my head, 
‘and-:ran, away with it.. After they had 
robbed us of all our. things; they: told us to 
go.in our boat, giving us obly two oars; the 
kept: We went into our 


the King is. well-disposed: towards white 
people: and has proved himself ‘most hospit~ 
abla on ‘several “Oovasions; but they would 
not allow.us to proceed, but compelled ua to 
go the other way, and put. several of their 
men in our boat, whileon armed convoy of 
canoes accompanied us to ‘prevent our 
escaping. Atsbout 8 or 9 that evoning we 
arrived at their chief town, called Mallikioke, 
when we wore taken beforethe King. He 
gave us some fish and tarro, and told us to 
remain there that night. Inthe mornin, 

they -held a council, at which they decide 

to allow. our boat to go to Korro, but insisted 
fon keeping two white men as hostages for 
an ambassador that they would sendin our 
boat to Korro, with whom they are at war. 
We all protested against being detained by 
foroo, but their terme were absolute. Find- 
ing it to be our only chance of escape, we 
reluctantly drew lots for who should re- 


| main: the lot fell to the mate and myself, 


and ‘we.were kept there pimouers for three 
days.- Captain O'Keefe left with the boat 
on Saturday morning; taking the ambassador 
and Mr Henderson, two of the crew, and 
some of tho native passengers to Korro. He 
assured mo that hé would, if alive, be back 
on the evening of the third day after leaving: 
this I did not expect: him to accomplish in 
the state of the weather, is it was blowing 
hard nght ahead for them all the way down, 
After the boat left, they removed us to a 


*+house further inland away from’ the beach, 


and always kept a guard over us. ‘We were 

surprised, early on the morning 

d day, by their telling us that our 
boat wdsin sight. At about noon Captain’ 
0’ Keefe returned, bringing: back the am- 
bassador safely, and ou my expressing my 
surprise at his’ quick return, ha replied 
that “the news had reached Korro by 
a bush-telegraph (which ounsists of swift, 
short-distance, running couriers) that 1 
was taken very ill, and; he had hurried 
all he possibly could” ‘on my, account 
and hod. not taken two hours’ reat sines 
leaving—a fact iully borne out_by his 
exhausted appearance; aud { must say that 
I felt gratotul for bis overtaxed exertions 
on my acovunt. The King, named Arraok~ 
lye, then told us that, it we wolld wait 
until the following morning, he would 
endeavour to get ua some of our things 
back, We remained, bat they only yave us 
back one chronumeter, one dompass, and one 
quadrant, saying that we.should have more 
at some futuce time, We left Mallikioke 
onthe moroing of the 27th July in our 
boat, and after contending against a strong 
head-wind; with rain-squalla, reached Mal- 
lakan, where Captain O'Keefe had a trading
